Manufactured in Montreal and Toron- 
to at Veturaft shops the work is done 
bp the skilled hands of disabled vet- 
erans who are unable through their 
disabilities to compete on the com- 
mercial market. Some werk in ihe 
shops while others too handicapped to 
eave thei! homes do the job propped 
up in bed, 

A simple booking thing that poppy 
but each individual] one is shaped anu 
produced by skilled workmen. 

Said one old sweat of nig’: three 
Reore years, “There was a time when 
I hated the sight of that Flauders 
poppy, we saw ’em when they wer 
meal, but to us they represented a 
graveyard flower. Now, bless ‘en, 
they are the means of my liveli 

And that is true. To quite a num- 
ber of ex-servicemen ti:tis is the only 
form of income ‘The howrors of war 
reach far into the years and the body 
and brain of man cas stand only so 
much punishment, 

Many of the vetercs's discharged 
apparently physically fit in 191) be- 
gan to crack up in later years. Taat 
Jerrie “whiz bang” whicii exploded 
go close to Mons, it didn’t seem to do 
much damage then, Those nights 
of sleeping in bone-chilling mud, a 
tot of rum seemed to fix up things at 
the time. But as time and age crept 
on it took it’s toll. It wasn’t a thing 
that one could pin down and prove 
for a pension, but it was there just 

same. 

And so in 1923 under the Soldiers 
Civil Re-establishment setup the first 
Vetcraft shop bloomed and blossomed 
forth poppies, so that the people of 
Canada could contribute and help 
these men and their dependents, 

During the depression years the 
demand upon the Canadian Legion 
from destitute veteran families for 
assistance became terrific. The sale 
of poppies in these trying 30’s na- 
turally suffered but somehow the 
Legion carried on and many a family 
managed to see it through due to th¢ 
poppy fund, 

During the war years the Vetcraft 
plants found that they too were 
caught in the shorage material 
Precious rubber used for our mechay- 
izgd armies became unobtainable and 
go the windshield poppy which de- 
pended on a rubber suction centre dis 
appeared, Now things are brightening 
wp and this year the familiar large 
poppy will be found on thousands of 
auto windows throughout Canada. 

The stamen ventre of the small 
poppy which was purchased exclus- 
ively ig Czechslovakia disappeared 
when the brittle concret heel of the 
Nazis invaded tiiat country. The 
Vetcraft switched to using green 
fibre, thereby solving that problem, 

Lycopodum which is similiar to 
twitch grass faded from the market 
and so nothing daunted the veterana 
swiched to using magnolia leaves im- 
ported from Florida, This year a 
limited quantity of lysopodium 1s 
showing up again and it serves to 
make a more attractive looking 
wreath. 

The metal shortage presented a 
grave problem because the wreaths 
were based on wire rings. but again 
they came up with a specially made 
qweedan, ring and the work went on.

Parking Problems

Coal Output 


; Canadian Collieries Show An Increase 
| In February 

Canadian collieries produced 1,- 
638,333 tons of coal in February, an 
increase of nine per cent. over the 
1,504,759 tons mined in February, 
1945, the Dominion Bureau of Statis- 
tics reports. January output of 1,- 
816,640 tons had shown a seven per 
cent, gain over the like month of 
1945. 

February output included 1,097,191 
tons of bituminous coal, 367,413 tons 
of sub-bitumincus coal and 173,729 
tons of lignite coal. Alberta pro- 
duced 831,382 tons; Nova Scotia, 455,- 
612 tons; Saskatchewan, 173,729 tons; 
| British Columbia, 154,316 tons and 
New Brunswick, 23,294 tons. 

Imports totalled 1,302,801 tons, 
compared with 775,770 in February, 
1945, while exports amounted to 
|48,656 tons against 72,203.

Spread Out Sowings 
Perhaps the two commonest mis- 
takes of the average gardener, especi- 


planting far too much too soon and 
not planting enough in June and early 
July. During the first warm weeks 
of spring practically every human 
being has the urge to get out and dig. 
He rushes to the nearest seed store, 
gets supplies and is liable to put in 
a whole lot of things which should 
never be planted until the soil and 
air'warm up permanently. 

When this course has been fol- 
lowed there are usually heavy losses, 
losses mainly of wasted labor. Some 
things like peas, grass seed and a 
|few of the other hardier flowers and 
vegetables don't mind quite a lot 
|of cold and wet, but with the great 
majority of plants this is not the 
case. Many vegetables especially 
must be grown quickly if they are to 
be tender and crisp, and there is 
nothing to be gained by rushing the 
season. . 

This too-early planting, also, has 
another disadvantage.. Usually all 
Seed or space is used up too soon and 
even if weather is favorable the re- 
sult is too many vegetables ready for 
the table in July, not nearly enough 
coming along in August and Septem- 
ber. 
makes that mistake, He will always 
divide his seed into at least three 
parts, risking the first a little ahead 
of the regular planting time, putting 
in the second about the normal time 
and saving the last until at least two 
to three weeks after that. With a bit 
of luck this will give him a continu- 
;ous supply of the very freshest vege- 
{tables right through the season, 

| Cultivation Important 


| Cultivation in June will kill weeds 
!which might become really trouble- 
;some in July, and it will break up 
soil which would bake hard and be 
impossible to work after the sun 
|really turns warm. If the lawn is 
kept regularly mown in June, at least 
{once a week in the moist parts of 
Canada, then we will really have 
something worth taking the neigh- 
bors out to see later on. The old 
|warning of a stitch in time saving 
nine really holds good for gardening 
{too and especially so with such jobs 
as weeding, cultivating and thinning 
and, last but not least, for protective 
|steps against disease or pests. 

It is wise, say the professionals, 
to have some ready prepared dust or 
spray materials handy. These should 
be used at the first sign of damage. 
Indeed with some things like pota- 
toes regular dusting or spraying in 
advance of the bugs is strongly 
recommended.

This, they point out, 
can cause a tiresome chronic vough 
and catarrh, and will bave a detrimen- 
tal effect on endurance by makiug 
the heart frritable, with consequent 
onset of fatigue. Moderation is ad- 
vised in smoking as in all activities, 


With increased ceiling prices for 
turkeys, produvers are advised by the 
poultry commissioner, to keep in ming 
available markets, The Christmas sea- 
eon is considered the best time fur 
turkey marketing, but conditions are 
changigg. Farmers now have catlier 
hatched turkeys, and turkeys of 
faster growing and developing strains 
| Many of these birds will be in prime 
for marketing, soon. A prime turkey is 
a bird of good market type, weil 
fleshed, with a fair to medium coat- 
ing of fat, Excessively fat turkeys 
are not a profitable buy for the con- 
sumer. Any time from now to the 
Christmas market, the producer should 
obtain a maximum price for prime 
turkeys. The birds should be marketed 
when ready and not held for the 
Christmas market. This is particular- 
ly advisable if they are being raised 
On wire or slat verandahs, where they 
tend to go off their legs if held too 
long. ‘The producer should handle 
carefully each turkey in his flock, 
picking out the most desirable males 
and females as breeders for next

/Is Free Democracy Worth While 
This searching question is posed by 
rthe address made ig Ottawa by Percy 
Philip—a news reporter of great abil.

: It is true that free democracy prov- 
ed’ to be thie better way in, war time 
—proved by the valor of our sons in 
battle and the pertistence, industry 
and co-operation of our people at 
home. ‘FKree democracy not only 
played a large part in the defect of 
an authoritairian state but supplied 
an impressive part of the weapons 
used by our own authoritarian allies. 
But can democracy rise to the chal- 
lenge of Peace which often lacks the 
exciting stimulus. of war? On the 
answer to that question depends our 
way of life and every single individual 
ig Canada who values fireedom can
